You’ve e to have good strong 
leather for children’s shoes, but 
the soldiers are taking most of 
ours for their boots.

TURNING HIDES 


“THE DISAPPEARING ACT 
OF RUBBER-SOLE SHOES 


In normal times most young Canadians got at 
least one pair of rubber soled, canvas-top shoes 
a year. But natural rubber supplies fell into 
enemy hands, and the manufacture of rubber 
footwear was drastically curtailed. We're now 
using reclaimed and synthetic rubber in these 
shoes—there have been more of them this year 
and there will be more next year. Leather-soled 
shoes have had to be used in place of this rubber- 
soled footwear but shoes made of leather need 
more care than running shoes.

INTO SHOES 


There are very large war uses of leather

year thereafter. But, what is more im- 
portant, he needs to have his shoes 
re-soled four or five times a year. His 


shoes are of the highest quality 
leathers obtainable, leaving the other 
grades of leather for civilian use. Airmen 
need leather for jackets and mitts. War 
factories need leather for belting and 
farmers need leather for harness. Leather 
—the best leathers—has gone to war.
